The National Negro Business League 



By R(X)kkr T. Washinoton. 



A few years ago my observation in regard to the number of successful business 
men and women of the negro race that 1 was continually coming in contact with 
during my travels throughout the country, led me to believe that the time had 
come for bringing together the leading and most successful colored men and women 
in the country who were engaged in business. The benefits of such a meeting 
were obvious. In the first place, the bringing together of these persons would 
result in their getting acquainted with each other, and receiving information and 
inspiration from one another; in the second place, plans could be formed for 
extending the intluence ()f the meeting to the remotest corners of the land through 
the organization of local leagues of Inisiness men and women and thus encourage 
more and more of our people to enter business. 

After consultation with prominent men in all parts of the country, it was 
decided to call a meeting of our l)usiness men and women in Boston, Mass., on 
August 23d and 24th, \900, for the purpose of organizing the National Negro 
Business League. Early in 1900 letters were sent to a great number of our people 
who were engaged in business, acquainting them with the proposed meeting, its 
objects, and its time and place of meeting. The proposition recommended itself at 
once to our people. This is shown by the fact that in answer to the invitation 
over four hundred delegates presented themselves at Boston. They came from 
thirty-four States — from Mississippi and Maine, from Virginia and California — 
thus justifying the word "National" in the new organization's title. 

The meeting was enthusiastic, but at the same time practical. Those who were 
in al tendance lielieved in the timeliness of the organization. They had noticed 
that almost without exception, whether in the North or in the Soutli. wherever 
there was a black man who was succeeding in business, who was a taxpayer, and 
who possessed intelligence and high cliaracter, that individual was ^treated with 
respect by tlie n:enil)ers of the white race. Tliis fact suggested that, m proportion 
as we could nndtiply these examples North and South, our pro])lem would be 
.solved. This was the assi inption on which members of the League took up the 
task it offered them. They recognized that a useless, shiftless, idle class is a 
menace ar.d a danger to any community, and that when an individual produces 
what the world wants, whether it is a product of the hand, h(^art or head, the 
world does not long stop to inquire what is the color of the skin of the producer. 
It was easily seen that if every member of the race should strive to make himself 
the most indispensal)le man in his connnunity. and to be successful in business, 
however humble that business might 1)e, he would contribute much toward smooth- 
ing the pathway of his own and future generations. 

ll was evident, also, that the .success of negro business men was largely depend- 
ent upon, and would tend to instill into the mass of tlie negro people hal)its of 



system and fidelity in the small details of life, and that these habits would bring 
with them feelings of self-reliance and self-respect, which are the 1 asis of all 
real progress, moral or material. 

I have said that the meeting was practical. The spirit was expressed by a 
certain well-intentioned delegate who said to the assemlily: "You do look like a 
set of men wlio are interested in resolutions. Thank God. you look to me like 
men interested in executions !" 

An idea of the temper of the meeting and of the effect which it produced 
upon those who were present can l)e had by the following extract from a writer 
in the Boston Transcript : 

"The silly, unedrcated, shiftless negro puts his pay on his back; the business 
negro puts his pay in the bank. Here were men who had penetrated the real 
secret of success ; men who understood the only sure basis of progress is economy ; 
men who would sacrifice today's indulgence for tomorrow's independence. The 
spirit of the whole occasion was distinctly hopeful. No one 'cried baby.' Regard- 
ing material advancement as the hasis of every sort of progress the convention 
listened to every account of negroes once poor, who had' now built houses, 1 ought 
land, opened places of independent business, and established solid Ijank accoi nts. 
Repeatedly it was pointed out that men born slaves had actually become rich ; 
also that the total material progress of the negro race had been accomplished 
in thirty-five years — a happy augury for the future. 

"And think what this orderly, decorous, welf-dressed, educated asseinl)ly repre- 
sents. Think of the change 1 rought aVout by thirty-five years of negro progress- 
slaves, freedmen, laborers, capitalists, farmers, leaders of a struggling race, ar(l 
all in scarce more than a generation of time ! Think of the millions who are still 
coming up; the millions who h.ave in them the possibilities of success; the milliors 
whom we must judge by the standards of the business convmtior, rot ly the 
standards of the criminal court. The convention, now that it has come ard gone, 
leaves a memory of heroic hopefulness and patience." 

IVom the success of the meeting at Boston, it was evident il at the organiza- 
ti(^n of the National Negro Business League vvas a step in the right direction. 
It set going a most earnest and active iiKp-.iry an'org our pec^ple as to each 
other's success, and brought to view, from far and wide, many b.usiness enterprises 
which were not known beyond the immediate vicinity in which they were located. 

During the past five years the work of the Business League has greatly 
extended through the influence of Local Business Leagues in various parts of the 
country. Tliere are at present 320 of such Leagues.

Origin of the Louisville Negro Business League. 



In order to take advantage of the many o])]iortunities which present 
themselves to business negroes, and for the purpose of fostering and 
encouraging negro enterprises, a few of the leading colored business 
men of Louisville came together by special call September 12, 190T, in 
the office of W. T. Garnett, 635 Eleventh Street, and organized what is 
now known as the Louisville Negro Business League. The prime movers 
were D. L. Knight, W. T. Garnett and \Vm. H. Brown. They succeeded 



in getting the assistance of W. C. F. Mason, Jas. L. Tate, E. W. Mar- 
shell, P. R. Peters, Thos. F. Parks, j. R. Neighbors and N. R. Harper. 

The organization is an incorporated body under the laws of the 
State of Kentucky, and also under the National Laws of the National 
Negro Business League. The present officers are D. L. Knight, Presi- 
dent ; C. H. Parrish, Vice-President ; J. F. Gray and W. T. Garnett and
